Cow 
testing 
associations

been formed in most localities w here 
dairy farming has become p e rm a ­ 
nently 
successful. 
Good 
reports 
from other sections of Illinois and 
from other states tell of advantages 
not only to dairymen, but to the buy­ 
ers and consumers of milk and to ev­ 
eryone concerned. 
A University of Illinois letter thu s 
explains the purpose of the associa­ 
tion: 
“ Briefly stated, a cow te st­ 
ing association is an organization of 
several dairy farmers which aids in 
increasing the production and profits 
of the association herds. 
“ In order to be 
self-supporting, 
the association 
should 
consist of 
about twenty-six dairymen owning 
approximately 
five 
hundred cows. 
This associaion hires a man, called 
a cow tester, who puts his full tim e 
in the association work. 
He keeps 
all records of feed consumed, m ilk 
and fat produced by each cow in 
each herd. 
From this inform ation 
he figures the profit or loss on each 
cow. 
By this means you will be e n ­ 
abled to determine which cows to 
sell and thus increase 
the 
herd 
profits. 
At present the charge for 
such 
work is $1.50 per cow per year, with 
a minimum herd charge bf $15, and 
a maximum herd charge of $4 5. T hat 
is, if you have more than thirty cows 
in your herd, the charges are the 
same as for a thirty-cow herd. You 
board and lodge the cow tester one 
day in each month and transport 
him to the next herd to be tested. 
“ H undreds of such 
association:; 
have been formed in Europe and iii 
America during the past few years, 
and undoubtedly they are the quick­ 
est means of increasing the profits 
in the dairy business. 
“ I am sure if you fully realize the 
benefits which can be derived from 
such an association, you will become 
an enthusiastic member.

A ttack­ 
ing the Mexican policy of the Wilson 
administration as a departure from 
the lifelong policy of th e American 
government, lie characterized it as 
cowardly and impotent to keep the 
respect of th e world or to keep our 
own self respect. 
He Hayed the W il­ 
son tactics in putting through the 
Adamson 
bill 
for 
pol Heal 
effect, 
mincing no words in bis censure of 
th e president’s actions in this case. 
Col. Roosevelt said: 
“There are many tilings this n a ­ 
tion needs, but the two vital things 
are. first, th a t it shall be a nation 
and, second, that it shall prepare it­ 
self in soul and body so that by its 
own strength it may guarantee to 
continue to be a nation. 
“ The most vital of all issues are 
those of Americanism and prepared­ 
ness; and of these two Americanism 
m ust come first : for th e re is no use 
to prepare to defend or uphold the 
American nation unless there is an 
American nation to defend and up­ 
hold. 
“ Unless we succeed in fusing all 
of our people into one thorough­ 
going American citizen? hip, into one 
American type, it is a s certain av 
fate that th is nation will in the end 
be shattered into fragments. 
If we 
are content to remain or become a 
conglomerate of many different n a ­ 
tionalities, each holding apart from 
its fellows, each with its real devo­ 
tions and ideals in some spot o\ or 
th e seas, and all united only a.5 dol­ 
la r hunters who live in the same 
boarding house are united, we shall 
never be a real nation a t all. 
Airns Must He National, 
And, my fellow citizens, remem­ 
b e r that if such be the case, every 
individual in this nation will suffer 
in consequence* 
We cannot attain 
o u r full sta tu re as men except as we 
a ttain it through our common Ameri­ 
can nationality, and th is la true of 
o u r political, our social, our literary 
and our a n o d ic life 
Tire modern 
m an can accomplish but little singly, 
as an Individual 
He can attain a 
broad life only lf ho is a citizen of a 
great nation 
As in the days of St. 
Paul, it is today im portant to be a 
“ citizen of no mesa city.** 
The a d ­ 
vantages of modern science and m od­ 
ern tools, and of a g reat literature 
and art, can be secured only aa we 
eland together shoulder to shoulder 
with an undivided loyalty to our n a ­ 
tion. 
The strength and effective*! is 
of a nation, in tis dom estic affairs 
an d in its international relations, are 
dependent 
primarily upon the n a ­ 
tional solidarity and the loyalty and 
patriotism with which each individ­ 
ual Is united to his fellows in th e ir 
single-minded devotion of all to the 
flag which symbolizes th e ir common 
country. 
“ We have been striving for such 
unity and {solidarity.

“A baser doctrine was never pro­ 
mulgated; but at least the absolute 
I frankness of the statem ent is com­ 
mendable in comparison with the 
words of President Wilson, who con* 
I coals the true m eaning of his policy 
A fumer,ed Nation's Course in 
speeches at home. 
“This new Wilson policy is sor­ 
did and base. 
He says he wishes 
for friendly political and trad e re ­ 
lations with the world. 
He would 
have our citizens go forth and trade 
for their and our benefit, but they 
must do sp at their own peril, wdiile 
we sit snugly at home, reaping the 
rewards of their labor, and send 
notes w hen they are murdered. Such 
a policy breeds th e worst traits in 
men and stamps a nation with cow­ 
ardice. 
H eard Their Stories. 
“I have just come from the border, 
where I have talked with men and 
women who have personally experi­ 
enced the results of this new policy. 
The dreadful story of Mexico and 
American citizens in Mexico during 
tiiis adm inistration proves the folly 
of the Wilson policy. 
“During the past twenty-five years 
our government, through its con­ 
sular officials in Mexico, published 
information about Mexico, explained j 
how and where trad e could be de­ 
veloped with profit to the men and 
women who might go to Mexico, as 
well as 
to our 
m anufacturers at 
home. 
The Mexican people needed 
and asked for capital to aid in build­ 
ing their railroads, developing their 
industries and opening their country. 
Acting 
under the 
belief th a t the 
American governm ent would protect 
its 
citizens 
and 
their 
interests, 
American citizens invested hundreds 
of millions in Mexico, and thousands 
of 
sturdy, 
law-abiding 
American 
citizens, w ith their families, went to 
Mexico. 
“ W ithout doubt, some bad men 
went to Mexico, and some invest­ 
ments were crooked, just exactly as 
other bad men stayed at home and 
did badly. But when President Wil­ 
son condemns Americans in sweep­ 
ing term s as adventurers who are 
dishonestly 
exploiting 
Mexico, 
his 
charge is not only unsupported by 
the facts, but it is a subterfuge^ to 
keep m en’s minds away from the hor­ 
rible m urders and outrages of Amer­ 
ican men, women and children in 
Mexico. 
“The bald truth is that the Wilson 
policy of refusal to protect American 
citizens is itself prim arily responsible 
for these m urders and outrages. 
It 
is impossible to separate the protec­ 
tion of life and property. 
Attack 
upon and destruction of one inev­ 
itably endangers th e other. 
Both 
m\ist be protected if either is to be 
really safeguarded. 
The Wilson pol­ 
icy is responsible for the m urder of 
our citizens on the high seas d#d In 
Mexico; for the killing of the women 
and children on the Lusitania by a 
German subm arine; for the killing 
of our soldiers at Carrizal. 
A t W ar in Mexico. 
The claim that the Wilson policy I 
has kept us out of war is another j 
high-sounding phrase not supported 
by the facts. 
Mexico is not at war 
with France, Germany, or Great Brit­ 
ain—yet th e citizens of those nations 
are not m urdered or outraged as are 
our American citizens.

right Arbitrarily to reduce wages un­ 
less there was full investigation of all 
the facts by the government. 
In ex­ 
actly the same fashion I now’ refuse to 
adm it the moral right of the brother­ 
hoods in the Adamson case to insist 
that there should be a big increase in 
Wages without any investigation of 
the complicated equities of tho case,— 
and, of course, arbitration was the one 
way of making such investigations af* 
furtive, and then, if there was need, 
the legislative power could be invoked 
by whatever method necessary to make 
the arbitration effective. 
“I hope the demands of the men 
w’erc just.. I am not passing judgment 
on them in any way. I have no knowl­ 
edge that will enable rn*1 to say wheth­ 
er or not it was right that tin’ wages 
should be raised without increasing 
the rates, or how such a wage raise 
will affect the shippers, the stockhold­ 
ers, or the general public. There could 
be no worse precedent established than 
the precedent of legislation of such 
character being demanded of congress 
without Investigation immediately be­ 
fore a given day, under threat of dis­ 
aster to the nation. 
Congress was re­ 
quired to pass the law before Saturday 
closed, and the president was not al­ 
low* (I to wait until Monday, but was 
required to sign it on Sunday, in order 
to avert widespread disaster. 
C ensures W ilson. 
It was the president of United 
States w’ho stood over congress and 
demanded that th e government, of ail 
the people should pass a law for the 
economical advantage of one-half of 
one percent of the people, without 
giving the rest of the people their 
day in court. 
“ It w*as the president who terror­ 
ized congress, wdio surrendered hi* 
obligation and d u ty as the president 
of all tho people in order to become 
the partisan for the economical ad­ 
vantage of a sm all group of Hie peo­ 
ple, and who did this because he was 
seeking votes in a national political 
campaign. 
F o r the first, tim e in the history 
of th is country, th e president of all 
the people took an industrial con­ 
troversy from th e economical field 
and placed it in th e political field for 
personal advantage in the campaign. 
I do no t censure the individual con­ 
gressm en who acted under the pres­ 
sure of the chief m agistrate of the 
United States, who came before them 
alleging a great national crisis which 
threatened the economical and in­ 
dustrial life of th e country and the 
food supply of th e population of great 
cities, and who dem anded of congress 
this law, under th e pretense that it 
was a justifiable social welfare law. 
“ It is he, and not any leader of 
the brotherhoods, who is prim arily to 
blame, for the brotherhoods acted as 
they did only u nd er the direct incite­ 
ment of the president. 
“ In 
other 
w o'ds, 
the 
law’ wras 
passed under duress and by threat, 
and th e president yielded, with tame 
actly as lie had yielded before to out- 
submission to the th reat, yielding ex- 
actly as he had yielded before to out­ 
side th re a ts in international matters. 
“ I hold that such yielding was an 
act not merely of timidity, but grave 
abandonm ent of duty. 
“ N ow let me give you a homely 
illustration. 
Down at Oyster Bay, 
where I live, I have one neighbor, a 
carpenter, and one a plum ber. Every 
now a n d then they both do things 
for m e in the house. 
Then they send 
in th e ir bills. 
W e of the household 
examine the bills and the work, and 
if we don’t understand some of the 
items on the bills, or are not satisfied 
with some of th e work we have to 
have an explanation, but sooner or 
later w'e always pay the bills, because 
my neighbors are straight men. 
But 
if one of them b rou gh t in his bill and 
then held a gun to my head and said 
that I w’as not to either exam ine the 
bill or examine th e work, but just to 
pay th e total dem anded at once, I 
would tell him I would not do it and 
I would tell him emphatically. 
I 
would tell him his bill m ight be all 
right and that I hoped it was all right, 
but th a t I Intended to know’ all the 
facts before I paid it.

“ W ell, that Is exactly what I want 
to know now.

won’t come out of nothing, 
home­ 
body will pry it. 
It may be th e stock­ 
holders, it may be the shippers, it 
may be the general public.

may be right th at either the shippers, 
the stockholders or the general pub- 
blic shul! pay; but, it may be wrong. 
I hope it is right and I hope the right 
people pay, but it is the duty of this 
government not, to hope to know' what 
the facts are before it subm its to tho. 
passage of any legislation. 
“ Jsn’t that clear and straight? 
I 
don’t see how it can be m ade auy 
clearer and straighter. 
I have seen 
a p ro test on behalf of the farmers 
against this bill passed by the Farm ­ 
ers’ Union. 
This protest says Hie 
farm ers favor un eight-hour day tor 
labor w believer it can bo put into ef­ 
fect w ithout increasing th© burdens 
of the producers or consum ers beyond 
tho 
b e n e f i t s that they receive.

was pointed out th a t the farm er now 
work » about twelve hours a day and 
that he wants to be sure he does not

I 
wish to see the eight-hour day an 
the ideal tow ard which we should 
arrive, but m any considerations must 
en ter into our decision as to how this 
ideal is to be achieved. 
It is both 
simple and just to give an eight-hour 
day in m any branches of industries 
w’here there is heavy work, like min­ 
ing, for instance, or in continuous 
industries, or w here the work is ex­ 
hausting 
and 
monotonous. 
There 
are other kinds of labor where the 
work is varied and not exhausting, or 
w here the excessive work on certain 
days is followed by other days of 
complete or com parative rest. 
Thirty 
years ago, for instance, I worked in 
the cow country, and I sometimes 
w’as among those who came in on 
stock trains, either ut re in ( hicago 
or to Minneapolis;
